Lands Commission Flatly Rejects Plans 
For Off-Shore Mining-Dredging Projects
A contingent of Tor­ 

rance public officials, 
headed by City Council­ 
man J. A. Beasiey, Thurs- 
day took part in the hear- 
ing on proposals to allow 
off-shore dredging and 
mining near Torrance 
beach.

Beasiey, Assistant City 
Administrator John Bram- 
hall and other representa­ 
tives of the city, were 
heard before the State 
Lands Commission reject- 
«d 2-1 proposals to allow 
permits for the tidelands 
operation.

In a motion made hy 
State Controller Alan 
Cranston and seconded by 
Lt. Governor Glenn An- 
derson, the commission de­ 
nied the permit of C. Ed­ 
ward Christoffemon of 
Downey and Howard P. 
Kitsch of Chicago.

Vote against denial was 
cast by Hale Champion, 
slat* director of finance, 
who intimated that he 
needed more time to study 
the issue.

OBJECTIONS
Public objection to the

granting of the permit 
has been widespread. More 
than 150 letters of protest 
from individuals and 
groups were written and 
six cities, or communities, 
protested the project.

City of Torrance offi­ 
cials protested the mining 
and dredging operation. 
City engineers had predict­ 
ed that the off-shore oper­ 
ation would muddy and 
pollute the waters at lo­ 
cal beaches and that no 
remedial measures would 
be effective. Councilman 
and attorneys pointed out 
that it would be impos­ 
sible for cities to collect 
damages caused by the 
operation.

PROTECTION
Other cities in the gen­ 

eral area of the proposed 
mining operation recom­ 
mended that, in the future, 
effective protective meas­ 
ures should be taken to 
protect the coastal com­ 
munities from the detri­ 
mental effect of such op­ 
erations.

Appearing as a surprise 
witness at the hearing 
was Assemblyman Charles

Chapel, who pointed out 
that the operation of such 
a mining or dredging proj­ 
ect in South Bay waters 
was illegal according to a 
law which he, himself, 
had authored.
